W. S. Jewett Arraigned. 


William 8. Jewett, who is accused of 
appropriating the funds of the Lake 
National Bank of Wolfboro, N. H. and 
against whom an indictment was return- 
ed last week Thursday, was arraigned 
Saturday before Judge Nelson, He was 
asked to furnish surety in the sum of 
$10,000 and did so. 

The indictment against Mr. Jewett 
deals with the individual assets of the 
Wolfboro bank. Each item is alleged as 
an embezzlement in three counts, and in 
three of the counts larceny is charged. 
The indictment contains. about seventy 
counts and has 250 sheets, about 400 
words to the sheet, and contains 100,000 
words. The indictments specify that Mr. 
Jewett, being president of the Wolfboro 
bank, did unlawfully, wilfally and felon- 
iously embezzle and fraudently convert 
to his own use, with intent, the amount 
specified. The largest amount charg d 
is $1336.05 and the smallest $5 13.

THE ANDOVER CHANDLERS. 


John, ensign, blacksmith, ready of 
wit, good in emergencies, willing to 
walk to Ipswich to be thrown by the 
champion (a New England clergyman), 
and perhaps the only man who ever 
succesfully resisted the King’s press 
gang machine. While walking in New- 
buryport, he was met by three officers 
who said “The King needs your ser- 
vices.” My family needs them more.” 
„We can’t help that. You come with 
us. So they went on their way, like 
Bunyan’s Pilgrims, past a burned house 
with a cellar full of smouldering timber 
and hot ashes, when John calmly seized 
them, one by one, and tossed them in 
uo roast while he went on his way. In 
1730, he sells some homestead land to 
his son John, and goes up to Concord 
to attend, as delegate, the ordination of 
the first minister, Rev. Timothy Waik- 
er. He bought rights in the new town, 
but seems well content to stay with us, 
and send up son John and Tabitha Ab- 
bott, who got there in time to be on the 
first board of selectmen. Sister Phebe 
follows on with Henry Lovejoy Jr., and 
lived in a garrison house near the grist- 
mill, and forge for Barr Iron,“ that 
her husband and a comrade Farnum 
managed to keep going, with the help 
of a guard, all through the Indian Wars. 

Next, Abiel Chandler goes up with 
Rebecca Abbott to survey Concord 
roads, and to garrison duty. They send 
us back young Peter Chandler, whose 
name appears on our Andover rolls of 
the Revolution. He got through Bun- 
ker Hill, to die in service in 1776. The 
same thing happened to Abiel, his 
brother, who was finished early at 
Crown Point by small-pox. The Chan- 
dler record in John's line is an envia- 
ble one, both in the Revolution and 
in the late Civil War. 

Two daughters of ‘John, Lydia who 
married Dea, Hezekiah Ballard, and 
Hannah who married Timothy Ballard, 
remain behind with Joshua and Sara 
Chandler his cousin and ‘Nathan, who 
chose Priscilla Holt. These were the 
„Big Four“ who built surely the Chan- 
dler foundation here. I now consider 
the Chandlers the main pillars of the 
old town. There were just a few spin- 
sters in the Holt lines, but rarely do we 
find a solitary Chandler maid. I think 
the Timothy Ballard who married Han- 
nah owned the oldest Ballard home- 
stead, wherever it was, and that Heze- 
kiah with Lydia lived in the old house 
now owned by the widow of John Man- 
ning. Someone may know about that. 
Tim was the ancestor of Capt. David, 
who lived on Moses Abbott’s farm, and 
Nathan of Concord. Hezekiah was an- 
cestor of the Dane Holt family, Dea. 
Zebadiah Abbott, the trader of West 
Parish, the families of Dea. Nathan 
Abbott, especially his son Capt. Job, 
who brought back a Chandler cousin, 
and also the present Ballard family 
resident with us, who are allied to the 
Chandlers in many other lines. 

‘Lieut. Nathan commanded our And- 
over company on the tedious relief 
march for Fort William Henry under 
Col. John Osgood in 1757, with young 
Tim and Philemon in the ranks of 
2William’s grandchildren. He surveys 
highways, and finally bequeaths to his 
widow “his negro servant Flora.“ One 
daughter married Capt. Jonathan Ab- 
bott up at Merrimac Corners, while 
another came up in town to share hon- 
ors with our first postmaster, Lieut. 
Isaac Abbott, another veteran with 
wounds. Sister Hanna loved the home 
orchards and married her cousin Joshua 
on the old John homestead. 

‘Nathan found room on old Ensign 
John’s farm near his cousin, the heir, 
while Isaac got crowded out to Hills- 
boro, tahing Hanna Ballard to cheer 
his exile. His eon, young James, went 
at fourteen as fifer, serving through 
the war, and settled down as Major 
James in the West Parish with Phebe 
Dane, on that Joseph Chandler farm 
that changed hands so many times. 
He sold out to a son of ‘Joshua, his 
children going to sugar planting in the 
South, to Richmond, Va. in trade, one 
to Washington, a stone-cutter, one 
bachelor Isaac, merchant in North Par- 
ish, two going far west; while his 
Phebe, who married Jacob Mooar, 
brought us Elijah Huzzey's children of 
Frye Village, the family of James 
McDonald in the North Parish, and 
Hannah, the wife of Joseph Griffin, who 
is repiesented by the family of Alanson 
Flint of West Parish and that of Mar- 
tha, the wife of M. C. Andrews at the 
Centre. Many mechanics and inven- 
tors are found in this line of James. 
James came back and ran a boarding 
house in 1831, in what was then pros- 
perous Abbott Village of the woolen 
mills. Lawrence has a freight agent 
Charles and the paper-mill Frederick to 
represent this branch in our vicinity. 
Many will recall the old toll house on 
Andover bridge where Amos Merrill, 
the husband of Elizabeth Chandler, 
made shoes. Her children are in posi- 
tions of honor and many are teachers 
in this Ihe of descent. 

It began to look as if ‘Joshua on tle 


old place with only two sons Zebadiah 
and ‘Joshua, the young father going at 
twenty-nine, were to take “the back 
seat,” but Hanna Frye’s children and 
Mary Aslebee’s grandchildren were 
chosen to be the “‘fittest’’ for the work. 
The two boys kept with their widowed 
mother, Lieut. Zebadiah marrying Deb- 
ora Blanchard, training with his neigh- 
bors Capt. John Foster and Capt. Ben 
Ames, helping clear the fish course of 
the Shawshin and serviug as “deer reef.” 
He sells land to Samuel Phillips, cooper, 
(whoever that was) in Merrimac woods 
probably the site of the Tompkins es- 
tate. One of his thiee sons died in 
sleep beside nis brother Joseph al. 
unknown” at twenty-two. Zebadiah 
married Lucy Chandler, served the 
town long years as selectman and school 
teacher, received the beneficence of 
the town in the almshouse in his blind- 
ness at eighty-two, his children and 
brethren dead before him or so far 
away to the North that he could not 
journey to their care. 

‘Joseph married Mary King and left 
her with a family of ten children, own- 
ing a farm on the river road, now be- 
longing to the Essex Corporation. 
Their son ‘Joseph with Mary: Phelps 
purchased the farm on which their 
young family grew up, from Major 
Abiel, who went off to Boston to keep 
boarders after he had started an infan- 
try company in the town. His son 
Joshua, who died unmarried, a Unita- 
rian clergyman, was noted for his fas- 
tidious dress. 


Condensed Testimony.

INDEPENDENCE ONLY. 


Will Satisfy the Cuban Revolutionists, 
Says President Palma. 

New York, April 22.—T. E. Palma, 
president of the Cuban revolutionary 
junta, last night gave out an address tu 
the people of the United States, in which 
he says that the persistency with which 
the American press has during the last 
few days been treating of supposed ad- 
ministrative reforms to be introduced 
in Cuba by the government of Spain. 
compels him to make some declarations 
in behalf of his government. He says 
the question of the supposed reforms is 
not a matter which at all concerns those 
who have already established an inde- 
pendent government in Cuba, and have 
resolved to shrink from no sacrifice of 
property or life, in order to emancipate 
the whole island from the nish yoke. 
Those who militate under the flag of the 
sclitary star, are firmly resolved to listen 
to no compromise, and to treat with 
Spain only upon the basis of absolute in- 
dependence for Cuba. 

“If Spain has the power to extermin- 
ate us“ he goes on, Then let her convert 
the island into a vast cemetery; if she 
bas not and wishes to terminate the war 
before the whole country is reduced to 
ashes, then let her adopt the only meas- 
ure that will put an end to it and recog- 
nize our independence. The war of 
Cuba has for its object only the over- 
throw of the Spanish power, and to es- 
tablish an independent republic, under 
whose laws the Spanish may continue 
to live side by side with the Cuban as 
members of the same community and 
as our program we strictly adhere to 
it.“

The Last Week in New York. 


UNUSUAL ACTIVITY AT THE NAVY YARD. 
RESULTS OF THE RAINES BILL. 


SPECIAL FOR THE TOWNSMAN. 


New York, APRIL 21. 

A long period has elasped since there 
have been such scenes of activity as 
are in operation at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard, and at Tompkinsville, Staten 
Island, which is the coaling station of 
the North Atlantic Squadron. Ham- 
mocks and clothes bags have been 
stored into quarters; provisions have 
been shipped; and coals and ammuui- 
tion hustled aboard. Rivets are being 
hammered into shape and hastily cov- 
ered with new paint. Sharp orders 
have rang out to busy sailors, and haw- 
ser chains have rattled in a most busi- 
nesslike manner. 

The great white cruisers, New York, 


lumbia, and the battleship Indiana, 
have been lying off Tompkinsville, 
where they have coaled, received thor- 
ough repairs, and with great columns 
of black smoke belching from their 
huge stacks, they have turned their 
prows towards southern waters. 

Over at the Navy Yard, the Terror, 
the last of the double-turreted coast 
defence monitors, has been placed in 
commission under the supervision of 
Cept. Harrington. Work has been re- 
doubled on the Puritan and it is stated 
on good authority that she will be 
ready for service in à fortnight. The 
Puritan is regarded as even more 
formidable than the Terror. She has 
only been in the water a short time, 
and her completion was originally 
booked for July. 


* * * * * * * 


The political fiasco which is em- 
bodied in the recent Raines Bill has 
begun its career of comedy the past 
week, Platt’s chosen officials having 
been instated in its legislation. Saloon 
keepers about the city are making 
merry with this mis-called temperance 
measure, and its farcical character is 
being clearly demonstrated by a dozen 
easy methods of evasion. Before its 
passage, through Commissioner Theo- 
dore Roosevelt’s integrity in enforcing 
Sunday closing laws, the dispensing 
of liquor on Sunday was practically 
thwarted. Since its passage nearly 
every large saloon has suddenly been 
transformed into a hotel, and at every 
such hotel liquor may be bought on 
Sunday without difficulty. Under the 
state laws no building can be licensed 
for a hotel unless It shall be equipped 
with at least ten sleeping apartments. 
Carpenters have quickly partitioned off 
ten small apartments in the usual liv- 
ing-rooms over the saloons; these tiny 
boxes have been stocked with cheap 
cots and lo! the place is a hotel. One 
hundred and forty new saloons were 
licensed last week. The Raines Bill 
allows liquor to be sold in hotels on 
Sunday, only with meals, however, eo 
the guest is required to purchase a 
sandwich which has been adjudged to 
constitute a meal. 

The clause of the Bill which pro- 
hibited the free lunch counter has 
proved the least stumbling block, for 
straightway lunch has been rated at 
one cent and beer at four cents. Thus 
in the elaborate cafés down town, 
where, every noon, thronged business 
and professional men, who partook of 
a light lunch from the free lunch coun- 
ter, and bought a glass of beer to 
drink with it, now congregate the 
same crowds who pay the same price 
as before for their refreshment.

SUPPORT FOR BERRY BUSHES. 
we een ath; 

Post and Wire: Trellises For Blackberry 
and Raspberry Bushes In Home Gardens. 

Where raspberries and blackberries 
sre grown on a large scale for market 
the expense and labor involved by the 
ase of even the simplest form of trellis 
or frame must prevent the grower from 
attempting to do more than keep the

plants within bounds by heroic pruning 
And this usually answers the purpose 
very well. 

In the home garden, however, we al- 
ways pay somewhat greater attention to 
convenience and neat appearance than 
in the field. If our garden patch is 
large, we may content ourselves with 
setting a simple stake to each bush and 
tying the latter to it somewhat loosely, or 
we may make a trellis having only sin- 

gle strands of wire, to which the bush- 
So mnie be ed, after the fasbion of the 
one shown in the first cut. This, by the 
way, also illustrates how plants of the 
London, claimed by some to be one of 
the best of red raspberries, appears when 
supported by the trellis. 

Much more effective, though not quite 
so cheaply con- 
structed, is the 
trellis that con- 
fines each row of 
bushes within 
two lines of wire 
or laths fastened 
to stakes set 
along each side 
of the row. 
American Gar- 
dening, from 
which the fore- 
going is taken, 
also furnishes the sketch and description 
of this latter trellis made with post and 
crosspiece: Cut the posts 5 feet long, 
sharpen them and drive them 16 feet 
apart in the row. Nail a piece of lath 
18 inches long just 8 feet from the 
ground and saw a notch at each end of 
the crosspiece. When the wires are made 
fast and moderately tight, then lift them 
into the notches. This trellis will hold 
the canes without tying.

Spraying Apple Trees. 

It is important that the first spraying 
of apple trees be done before the leaves 
start, whatever be the purpose designed. 
This first spraying can be made with 
bordeaux mixture, double the strength 
that would be allowable after the tender 


foliage had expanded. Paris green should 


also be put in so as to check the bud 
moth. The only way to meet this enemy 
is to spray with paris green before the 
buds are opened. The lime in the bor- 
deaux mixture makes it adhere to the 
twigs and buds. It also prevents injur- 
ing the foliage when applied later in the 
deason. 

A good formula for bordeaux mixture 
is 4 pounds of pulverized copper sulphate 
in from half to two-thirds of a barrel of 
cold water. Fresh slaked lime made in- 
to a whitewash is then poured in, and 
the whole is diluted with water so as to 
make 45 gallons. The copper sulphate 
should be put in a basket and suspended 
near the upper surface of the water. As 
it dissolves it makes the water holding 
it heavier, and it sinks to the bottom of 
the barrel. It should not be dissolved in 
iron vessels, and the solution should at 
first be made in hot water. Three pounds 
of lime are enough for 4 pounds of the 
copper sulphate. The limewater should 
be strained so as to remove its coarser 
particles, which will interfere with the 
spraying. This is the right formula for 
apple spraying. —American Cultivator. 


Classification of Carnations. 

Exact apportionment of carnations in- 
to classes is more or less impracticable. 
The American classification is, how- 
ever, says a writer in Scribner’s Maga- 
zine, perhaps the most sensible and near- 
est to precision. It gives as the divi- 
sions: Grenadins, single flowers, gener- 
ally dark, grown for perfume making 
mostly; border sorts, used for outdoor 
cultivation ; Malmaisons, sturdy plants, 
bearing enormous fragrant flowers, pink 
or red, suitable for outdoor growth, yet 
admitting of successful forcing, but with 
the common vice of bursting the calyx; 
forcing or bench carnations, grown for 
winter blooming, and Marguerites, the 
semidwarf Italian type, suitable only 
for garden cultivation, which blooms 
in five or six months from the seed, 

All the remarkable progress made 
here in the development of the carnation 
bas been until very lately in those of 
the forcing class. In three years the 
varieties of carnations considered worthy 
of registration by the American Carna- 
tion society increased from 420 to 562, 
and they were all in the forcing class. 
Recently some few growers have begun 
to pay attention to improvement in the 
border class. 

Here and There. 

Plan the orchard long, not square. It 
costs less to cultivate the trees and crops 
grown among them for the first years. 

A Delaware fruit grower says that the 
Miller Red raspberry has proved hardy 
with him. 


The agricultural experiment station 
of Pennsylvania, in Center county, has 
been testing the bearing capacity of 
strawberry plantations. The tests show 
the second year from planting is the 
most productive.

IN HUB MARKETS 


Prices For Butter Are Unusu- 
ally Low. 


Weaker Feeling In Cheese—Low Prices 
the Rule For Eggs— Over Supply of 
Maple Sugar and Syrup. 


Boston, April 23,—The butter market 
is very much depressed this week. Un- 
usually low prices are reported in all 
sections, and values seem to be com- 
pletely undermined. Prices are now 
lower than they have been for many 
years, and there ‘s no certainty that bot- 
tom has yet been reached. The make in 
the west is running ahead of all pre- 
cedent, and as buyers are operating only 
for current wants, receivers are unable 

If the butter now coming in had any 
keeping qualities the surplus might be 
put into cold storage, but nobody wants 
to hold it any longer than they can help, 
and the result is that all are anxious to 
sell. This has a demoralizing effect and 
it is nowmore a question of finding a 
buyer than getting a price. How long 
this condition of affairs will continue 
depends upon the quality of the receipts, 
but it may hold for a week or more. 

CHEESE. 

The market has been dull, and while 
prices are fairly maintained, there is a 
little weaker feeling. Sales of fall make 
at 9% to 10 cents in lots as wanted, and 
the stock of this kind is small. Early 
made lots are slow of sale at 7 and 8 
cents. 

The break in butter has not much 
effect on the cheese market at present, 
but it may hasten the opening of the 
cheese factories, and more milk will be 
turned in that direction. The outlook 
for the dairy farmer is not very en- 
couraging, but weather conditions may 
work a favorable change. 

. EGGS. 

Low prices seem to be the rule for eggs 
in all sections this week. In Chicago 
the price fell to 9% cents, and in New 
York 10% to 11 cents was quoted yester- 
day outside for storage selections. The 
best lots for cold storage were held here 
at 114% cents, but sales were made at 11 
to 11% cents, and at the close buyers 
were not willing to pay over 11 cents. 

OTHER PRODUCE. 

Our market is over supplied with 
maple sugar and syrup, and it is hard to 
make sales at a reasonable price. Choice 
sugar in cakes is quoted at 8 to 10 cents 
a pound; in tins and pails at 6 to8 cents, 
but receivers may be forced to make 
considerable concession in order to clean 
up. Sirup is not salable at over 65 cents 
a gallon, and some lots are slow at 45 to 
50 cents. 

The bean market continues dull, and 
low prices are quoted for all kinds. 

In grass seed there has been a fair job-. 
bing trade, and prices show very little 
change: Clover, 7% to 9 cents a 
pound, including good to choice; timo- 
thy, 75 cents to $2 a bushel, and red top, 
$3 to $4 a sack, and 16 to 17 cents a poun 1 
for fancy; Hungarian, 80 cents to $l a 
bushel. 

The Produce Quotations. 

Vegetables—Supplies of new southern 
truck continue liberal and take a wide 
range. Old natives quiet. We quote 
native cabbages at $1 25@1 50 per bbl: 
native onions at $1@1 50 per bbl; Ber- 
muda onions at $1 35@1 40 per crate; Hub- 
bard squash at $25@30 per ton; turnips 
at 50 1 25 per bbl; southern kale at 
$1 25@1 50: spinach at $1 25@1 50; string 
beans at $2 50@3 per crate; tomatoes at 
$1 50@2 50 per carrier; green peas at 316 
per crate; new cabbage,$2 5003 25 per 
crate; asparagus, $2@4 50 per dozen. 

Flour—The demand for flour is moder- 
ate and prices are unchanged. We quote 
winter wheat patents at $4 15@4 60, in 
ter wheat clear and straights at $3 75% 
4 35, spring wheat patents at 34 @4 45, 
spring wheats clears and straights at 
$3 1504 15. These quotations include 
millers’ and jobbers’ prices. 

Meal—Cornmea| is firm at 80@82c per 
bag, and $1 85@1 90 per bbl for choice 
kiln-dried. Oatmeal quiet. and we quote 
cut at $3 15@3 60, and rolled and ground 
at $2 75@3 20. Rye flour sells at $2 60@ 
3 per bbl, as to quality, and graham flour 
from $2 50@4 per bbl. 

Grain—The flour markets were dul 
and slightly lower today. Corn on the 
track here was offering at ie and less 
for steamer yellow, while shippers were 
quoting 40%@40%c for Chicago No. 3 
yellow, to arrive, all rail, and 3940394 C, 
lake and rail. 

Oats—The demand for oats has been 
moderate, with sales of clipped at 28@ 
28% for No. 1 and fancy, and 27@27% for 
No. 2, with No. 2 white at 27%c, No. 3 
white at 26@26%c, and No. 2 mixed at 
25% @25%e per bu. 

Hay—Choice hay is firm at $20@21 per 
ton. Fair to good sells at $17@18, and 
low grades at $14@15. Rye straw firm 
at $19@20, and straw at $9@10 per ton. 

Strawberries—Supplies are liberal and 
demand is fair at 25@30c per quart for 
good, and 35@40c for choice. 

The Wool Market. 

The sales of wool in the market this 
week have been a trifle heavier, but they 
have been made at a concession, due to 
some holders having been disposed to 
make the prices low in order to induce 
sales. There has not been enough doing 
in fleece wools to establish a price on any 
goods. Territory wool is still low, but 
more has been sold this week than last at 
lower prices. Australian wools are firm, 
with slight sales.

PROF. CHURCHILL 


Elected to the Chair of Sacred Rhetoric 
at the Seminary. 


It will be pleasant news to the many 
friends of Prof. Churchill to learn that he 
has been appointed Bartlet Professor of 
Sacred Rhetori¢ at the Theological Sem- 
inary, the position held by Prof. Pai k, 
Prof. Tucker and by the late Prof. T. C. 
Pease. 

Prof. Churchill is a native of Fairlee, 
Vt. Most of bis home life was spent in 
Nashua, N. H., and his general education 
was obtained in its public schools. He 
was prepared for college at Phillips Acad- 
emy, and was graduated from Harvard in 
the class of 1865. He took his degree of 
M. A. in 1868, and in the same year com- 
pleted his theological education at An- 
dover. 

He received his official appointment to 
the Jones professorship of pulpit delivery 
in Andover Seminary on the day of his 
graduation from the institution, and then 
studied in London and Paris for nearly a 
year. He has been the regular instructor 
in elocution in Phillips Academy since 
1867, and has had the same department 
for 25 years in Abbot Academy, of which 
he is a member of the board of trustees. 

In some of his vacations he has given 
instructions for a term of years in Brown 
University, Amherst, Dartmouth, Smith, 
Wellesly and Mt. Holyoke Colleges, and 
has been instructor in his department in 
the Harvard Divinity School since 1890. 
He has been intimately associated with 
Prof. Tucker, Francis G. Peabody, J. M. 
English and Rev. Drs. Quint and Mc- 
Kenzie in the criticism of the preaching 
of theological students. 

He has been a co-pastor in the Chapel 
Church since his connection with the 
Seminary. For two years he read Prof.

He will retain the direc- 
tion of his present work in pulpit de- 
livery while in charge of the new depart- 
ment. Among his predecessors in homi- 
letics have been Prof. Park, Phelps, 
Tucker and Pease. Prof. Pease died 
just as he was entering upon his work. 
The lecturesbip on pastoral theology will 
be assigned to some eminent pastor in 
natural service. Prof. Churchill is in the 
prime of life, and has been the unani- 
mous choice of the trustees.

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~CLOSE ROOT PRUNING, 
A Comparatively New Method of Pruning 
at Time of Transplanting. 

The system of close root and stem 
pruning at time of transplanting is at- 
tracting much attention, especially in 
the south, where it appears to have been 
attended with results, Mr. 
H. M. Stringf „ an extensive fruit 
grower near Galveston, is credited with 
bringing this method to notice. Mr. J. 
H. Hale planted his 100,000 peach tree 
orchard at Fort Valley, Ga., by the new 
plan and reports favorably on the same. 

A fall account of Mr. H. M. String 
fellow, philosophy and practice as to 
pruning trees before shipment and just 
before planting has been given by Rural

will generally grow perpendicularly to 
the plane or surface of the cut. A final 
cutting back of the roots should be done 
shortly before planting so as to present 
afresh surface for the callus to form. 
Only about a foot of top should be left. 

If the little tree is well staked, three 
feet of top may be left. Mr. Stringfel- 
low insists that trees treated in this way 
will live longer and be far more vigor- 
ous, Of course there is a great saving to 
the n an in packing, the cost of 
2 2 is lessened and the pur - 
chaser is benefited also. 


Straight Post and Rail Fence. 
Farmers whose rail fences are becom- 
ing dilapidated can, with some labor 
and but little cost, make them better 
than ever by taking down the worn 
fence and using the best rails to make 
one in a straight line. It will need 
stakes on each side at the ends of each 
rail driven into the ground and fasten- 
ed with one or more wires near the top. 
If only cattle and horses are to be kept 
in or out by the fence, the bottom rails 
can be laid 12 to 15 inches from the 
ground. In this position the rails will 
last longer than if resting on the ground 
or on a flat stone near it. Five or six 
rails, well secured by stoat stakes, will 
make a fence that will keep most kinds 
of stock from getting over it, though it 
is best always to besure. A barbed wire 
at the top will prevent most stock from 
making the attempt. The trouble with 
wire fences is that when strung on posts 
without rails an animal that is playing 
or running cannot see the wires until it 
becomes entangled in them, and then 
its efforts to escape only make matters 
‘worse. 


New York Legislation.

FARMERS FAVOR ENSILAGE. 


Interesting Reports 
In Maine, New York and Massachusetts. 
Preserving green fodder in the silo is 
the greatest blessing ever bestowed on 
the farmers of New England. It is des- 
tined to work a complete revolution on 
many farms. A farmer writing from 
Embden, Me., in The New England 
Homestead says: Our light, loamy 
farms, that have been considered hardly 
worth the working becausd they would 
not produce much hay, under the new 
system are becoming the most valuable 
farms we have. I have had a silo two 
years. Last year there were five built in 
this immediate vicinity, and they have 
all given perfect satisfaction, and more 
will be built the coming season. In con- 
sequence of raising so much corn, which 


A Massachusetts farmer reports: 

Have filled my silofor three years 
past. Money would not buy it if I could 
not build another. It enables me to 
keep 80 cows where three years ago I 
kept but 5. We think sweet corn the best, 
letting it get ripe enough to husk and 
then cutting ears and all for the silos. 
Words cannot express how much I like 
the system, and the cows like the silage 
and keep up their flow of milk all win- 
ter.

Different Commercial Phosphates. 
The results of field experiments be- 
at the Massachusetts state sta- 
tion in 1890 with dissolved boneblack, 
South Carolina phosphate, Florida phos- 
phate, Mona guano and phosphatic slag 
are briefly reported upon by Professor 
Goessman: The crops each year were as 
follows: 1890, potatoes; 1891, wheat, 
1892, serradella; 1893, corn; 1894, bar- 
ley. Data are given on the composition 
and cost of the phosphates, the amount 
of phosphoric acid applied in the ferti- 
lizer and removed in the crops, and the 
growth, proportion of parts and yield 
of crop. The plat receiving dissolved 
boneblack led in yield during the first 
two years, while for the third, fourth 
and fifth years the plats receiving insol- 
uble phosphates were ahead, phosphatic 
slag being first, South Carolina floats 
second and Mona guano third. 


The Codlin Moth. 

The codlin moth in some sections is 
widely distributed, and spraying to save 
the apple and pear crops has become a 
necessity. In other words, it insures the 
crop, and without spraying it is of no 
value. To be successful the following 
requirements must be fully carried out, 
says one authority : 

First.—Spraying with paris green of 
the best quality, using one pound to 
200 gallons of water. 
Second.—Spraying apples and pears 
just after the petals of the blossoms fall. 
Third.—Spraying the second time, 16 
days after the first application. 
Fourth.—Watching matters closely, 
and, if necessary, spraying the third 
time, three weeks after the second ap- 
plication, but this may not be required, 
depending largely upon the season. 


The Dickson Formula. 

The Dickson formula, which had a 
great reputation in the south before the 
war as a crop producer, was a mixture 
of 100 pounds each of Peruvian guano, 
dissolved bone and common salt, with 50 
pounds of gypsum or land plaster. The 
guano is now practically out of market, 
but, according to -American Agricultur- 
ist, a mixture furnishing similar quan- 
ties of the same manurial elements in 
as productive forms could be had by 
using, instead of the guano, nitrate of 
soda 50 pounds, sulphate of potash 25 
pounds and acid phosphate 100 pounds. 
But a better balanced mixture than 
either would be to use 100 pounds each 
of nitrate, sulphate of potash, acid phos- 
phate, dissolved boneblack, salt and 
plaster. ’’ 


A Low Down Wagon. 

The accompanying cut from The 
Farm and Fireside shows one of the 
many practical uses of a low down 
wagon on the farm. Being only 30 
inches high, an immense amount of la- 
bor is saved in loading it. Its 6 inch 
tire wheels roll over the ground, do not 
cut ruts, make roads instead of destroy-

THE ELECTRIC SUCKER. 


From Correspondents A German's Account of a Wonderful Fish 


Found In the Nile. 

In an article in Ueber Land und 
Meer on ‘‘Electrical Phenomena. In the 
Animal World, Dr. Frolich tells about 
a sucker first found in the Nile and its 
tributaries by modern scientific men in 
1881, but well known to the ancient 
Egyptians as the ‘‘sucker thunderer 
god, being worshiped as such in a 
sucker god temple in the city of the 
thunder sucker, or Oryrrhynchos. The 
reason they called it the thunder suck- 
er, instead of the thunder fish, was 
because they knew of another fish, 
known to the English speaking people 
as the electric cat (fish), to the Germans 
as the zitterwels, or the shad that 
makes one tremble. It grows to a lengta 
of about a foot, of which the head and 
nose take up a quarter, and at the deep- 
est part measures more than a quarter 
of its length. 

Just why the modern scientific men 
did not know of this fish before is a 
question a layman finds it hard to an- 
swer except that the sucker is a bottomy 
fish. The old Egyptians probably learned 
of the animal after a Nile flood, when 
some philosopher was meditating over 
a mud puddle left by the receding wa- 
ter. He saw a funny fish struggling in 
the water, and, out of a desire for 
knowledge, reached for the fish and 
touched it. If there were any disciples 
of the philosopher hard pi they proba- 
bly saw the 
ly—as the stoic Indian aid U when he got 
hold of a galvanic battery. 3 
the fish was worshiped, having a 
which associated it with the l. Runder 
god of the skies, although the ancients 
knew 2 of electricity according to 
the learned of today. 

A peculiar thing about the various 
electrical fish is that should one swim, 
even at a considerable distance from a 
human bather, the bather would know 
of its proximity by an electrical sen- 
sation, while many of them have bat- 
teries actually fit to kill a horse on con- 
tact. These fish :e far ahead of the hu- 
man beings in the matter of weapons, 
for they stun their prey at a great dis- 
tance in the water.

Billet—Fahrkarte. 

It would be an advantage to have all 
over the world the same word for tick- 
et, for railway, for postoffice and so 
forth. And something of this sort, how- 
ever rudimentary, did actually exist on 
the continent before the German empire 
arose and, in its newly awakened self 
consciousness, did its best to blot it out. 
In those days, for example, the word 
always used in Germany for ticket was 
**billet,’? and every educated man in 
Europe understood it. Now the word 
is Fahrkarte, a word understood only 
by Germans and German scholars. It is 
a sorry perversion of patriotism thus to 
complicate the intercourse between na- 
tions. Nor has the effort even the merit 
of success. ‘‘Billet’’ is rejected.as being 
French, but what of the second syllable 
of the word that has been substituted 
for it? No doubt ‘‘charta’’ is Latin, but 
it is equally certain that it has reached 
Germany through the French carte. 
This is but one instance out of many. 
Germany, however anxious to be free 
from obligations to other countries, 
must still borrow many words from her 
hereditary foe.—Contemporary Review.

ANGEL OF PEACE 


Will Hover O'er the World 
When Arbitration Prevails. 


The United States, Though Strong Is 
Peaceable—Diffcult Problems For the 
National Arbitration Conference to Solve. 


Washington, April 23.—The first ses- 
sion of the national arbitration con- 
ference was called to order yesterday 
afternoon at Metzerott’s Music hall in 
this city. Written acceptances were re- 
ceived from nearly 400 prominent men in 
46 states and territories. 

The meeting was opened by Chairman 
John W. Foster, ex-secretary of state, 
and ex-Senator George F. Edmunds was 
selected as permanent president. After 
extending a welcome on behalf of the 
local committee and the municipal au- 
thorities of Washington, Mr. Foster said: 

“I cannot refrain from expressing my 
pride at the record which our country 
has made, in the past half century, of 
unbroken peace with all the nations of 
the earth, and of a steady adherence to 


the settlement of international differ- | 


ences by the pacific method of arbitra- 
tion—a record almost without parallel 
among the nations of the earth. You 
have not, therefore, assembled to rec- 
ommend: to our government any new 
departure in its policy. on this subject, 
but rather to strengthen and confirm 
it in the policy so long and so consistent- 
ly followed. 

“Compulsory arbitration between na- 
tions presents problems and difficulties 
not easy of solution, and it will be a 
great gain to the general cause if out of 
your deliberations a plan shall be 
evolved which will meet the objections 
and solve the difficulties. It seems a 
Utopian idea to anticipate a general dis- 
armament of nations in our generation, 
and until barbarism and the spirit of 
conquest and oppression shall be ban- 
ished from the earth, governments will 
be forced to maintain armies and navies. 
But certainly among peoples who pro- 
fess to be governed by the principles of 
a common Christianity, and espcially be- 
tween nations kindred in lineage, lan- 
guages and institutions, a better method 
of adjusting the differences which must 
arise between them may be found than 
by the bloody arbitrament of war.” 

Next Judge Daley, for the committee 
on permanent organization, reported the 
election of the following officers: Presi- 
dent, George F. Edmunds; vice presi- 
dents for New England — Connecticut, 
Charles D. Warner; Massachusetts, 
Charles L. Elliott; Maine, Josiah Crosby; 
New Hampshire, B. A. Kimball;.Rhode 
Island, Roland Hazard; Vermont, Gov- 
ernor U. A. Woodbury. ‘ Asi 

Edmunds Chosen President. 

Mr. Edmunds was escorted to the plat- 
form, and in a graceful speech he said: 
“This assemblage, representing the 
largest civilized homogeneous body of 
men and women on the globe, is extraor- 
dinary. The United States is among the 
strongest nations of the world. It has 
the best reason of any great nation, in a 
mere selfish sense, to wish for arbitra- 
tion. It is strong enough, in any but the 
most absurd cause, to defend itself, to 
promote its policies and to carry on war, 
but it very strength impels it back- 
ward.“ : 

. The convention he said had met to ai 
and promote the interests of the govern- 
ment, and so far as example could go, 
the kindred government, to practice the 
principle of arbitration, and finally all 
other nations might follow their ex- 
ample. It was a pitiful thought that in 
this time of peace over nearly all of the 
world more than 1,000,000 of men capa- 
ble of taking part in the progress of 
civilization were kept under arms, and 
$100,000,000 devoted to their support. 

The time must come when the armies 
of the world, like that of the United 
States, would be a mere police body. 
The force of public opinion must be as 
constant as the law of gravitation for 
solving the difficult problem of ending 
war. The time would come when armies, 
for aggressive purposes, would be dis- 
solved, and the angel of peace would 
blow her trumpet over all the world. 

A letter from Chief Justice Fuller was 
read, conveying regrets that his health 
and public duties would prevent him 
from testifying by his presence his ap- 
proval of the cause of the convention. 
Also, a letter from Andrew Carnegie, 
who referred to the movement as Tha 
noblest cause of this generation.” Ina 
postscript he mentioned the enclosure of 
a check of $1000 to help defray the ex- 
penses of the meeting. 

Rev. L. T. Chamberlain, D.D., of New 
York, made an address on the history 
and purpose of the conference. 

In the course of the general business, 
John Domphon of St. Joseph, Mo., cre- 
ated no little stir by moving that Mr. 
Carnegie’s gift be returned to him be- 
cause Mr. Carnegie had made his wealth 
through contracts to furnish the gov- 
ernment with munitions of war. “And,” 
he continued, the press charge him, 
whether justly or unjustly, with mak- 
ing large profits by stinting the em- 
ployes in his works.“ He declared that 
the boards of trade of the country should 
pay the expenses of the meeting, and 
that it would be a humiliation to accept 
Mr. Carnegie’s gift. The motion was op- 
posed by Delegate Weeks of Pittsburg, 
and was buried under a large majority. 

The night session of the conference at- 
tracted a large audience, The speakers 
were Carl Schurz of New York, Presi- 
dent Angell of Michigan university and 
Edward Atkinson of Boston. 

President Angell took issue with most 
of the speakers in a ringing declaration 
that the United States should stand 
ready to fight for her honor and her 
territory. Each of the speakers at the 
night session touched upon current ques- 
tions. 


Socialists Stirred Up. 

Paris, April 23.—According to the gen- 
eral expressed opinion a new moderate 
ministry would not ease the situation, 
and it is announced that the Socialists, 
who are much excited, intend to employ 
the most violent language and by every 
means of intimidation prevent the work- 
ing of the present constitution, in order 
to develope the agitation for a revision 
of the constitution.

Greenfield, Mass., April 23.—-Ed ward 
Parker Deacon says in regard to the re- 
ported reconciliation with his wife: “I 
am not reconciled to my divorced wife. 
Iam not in precarious health. To avoid 
constant litigation, I have given my two 
eldest children to their mother’s care, 
and keep the youngest, who is to be en- 
tirely under my care.” 


NINE MEN DROWNED. 
Gloucester Fishermen Got 
Caught In a Squall, 

New Bedford, Mass., April 20.—Nine 
Gloucester fishermen were lost off Long 
Island on Friday night, when the fishing 
schooner J. W. Campbell of Gloucester 
was sunk inasquall. The seven surviv- 
ors arrived here last night to tell the 
story. They were brought into port by 
the tug Gladiator, from the schoone: 
Norman, which picked them up after 
they had spent an entire night and day 
in an.open boat without food. 

The names of those lost are: Captain 
Robert Smith, John McGuire, Frank 
Sylvia, Thomas Rodger, George Ela, 
William McAllister, Abel McCormey. 
George Graham and Charles Doherty, 
all of Gloucester. 

The Campbell was bound on a macker- 
elling cruise to the Delaware capes, and 
from the time of leaving Gloucester 
everything had gone well. Thirteen of 
the 16 men composing her crew were on 
deck Friday evening. when suddenly 
the vessel was struck by a fierce north- 
west squall. 

She went over on her side, and this 
threw the men into confusion. Some 
made for the stern, which was thrown 
high out of the water by the schooner’s 
plunge, and others made for the main 
rigging. 

Two minutes after the squall struck 
her, the vessel pitched heavily forward, 


and then, sticking her nose under a huge 


billow, went to the bottom. The men who 
were clinging to her stern bulwarks 
were dragged down to watery graves by 
the suction created, while those who 
had taken to the rigging were thrown 
into the sea. 

The latter managed to find a dory, 
which they cleared of water and clam- 
bered into. They rowed in what they 
thought was the direction of the land 
until their strength gave out, and then 
they rested on their oars until morning, 
when they were rescued by the Norman. 

The shipwrecked men were cared for 
at the Seamen’s Bethel by Chaplain Will- 
iams last night, and today they were for- 


. warded to Gloucester via Boston. 


RIOT AT CLEVELAND. 
Union and Non-Union Men Engage In a 
Fierce Conflict. 


Cleveland, April 23.—Rioting began 
between the union and non-union lum- 
ber shovers here yesterday. The men 
were armed with knives and revolvers, 
and came together at Pack, Gray & Co.'s 
docks. Two men were seriously 
wounded, one perhaps fatally. Many 
have bruised faces and blackened eyes. 

A vessel was to be unloaded at the 
dock, and 225 union men were on hand to 
do the work. They claimed the captain 
had given them the job. .While they 
were getting ready for the work, a 
crowd of non-union laborers put in an 
appearance, and their leaders, John Po- 
witski and August Swego, claimed the 
work belonged to them. A wrangle im- 
mediately followed, and in a few minutes 
the men were throwing bricks and in 
various ways endeavoring to annihilate 
each other. 

Swego, the non-union leader, pulled a 
revolver, but before he had time to use 
iu one of the other gang stabbed him in 
the neck. There were but three officers 
on the ground at the time, one of whom 
received a serious wound in the head. 
Henry Bedliham, a non-union n, was 
kicked insensible, and is t bly in- 
jured. About this time 40 officers ar- 
rived on the scene. The leaders of the 
riot were hustled into patrol wagons. 
The police managed to stop the fight tem- 
porarily, but there is every prospect of 
further trouble, as the men are swear- 
ing vengeance on each other. 


IN CONGRESS. 


Condensed Report of Proceedings of the 
Fifty-Fourth Session. 

Washington, April 16.— Mr. Blue of 
Kansas made a sensational address in 
the house concerning the management 
of the soldiers’ home at Leavenworth, 
Kan. The senate ratified the Behring 
sea sealing treaty with England. 

Washington, April 17.— Senator Hill 
defended the administration’s course in 
the recent bond issues. Mr. Blue’s effort 
to have General Franklin ousted from 
soldiers’ home board was defeated in the 
house. 

Washington, April 18. — The senate 
further discussed the bond issue without 
arriving at any definite conclusion, 

Washington, April 20.— The house paid 
tribute to the memory of the late Repre- 
sentative Cogswell of Massachusetts. 
General Cogswell was one of the most 
popular members of the house. 

Washington, April 21. — The house 
passed and sent to the senate the last of 
the remaining appropriation bills, the 
general deficiency. The house sat later 
than usual in order that the bill might be 
disposed of. 

Washington, April 23.—The senate dis- 
posed of the sectarian school question by 


adopting a compromise, framed by Sen- 


ator Cockrell (Mo.), striking out of the 
Indian bill, as it came from the house, 
the provision that No money herein ap- 
propriated shall be paid for education in 
sectarian schools.” 


The Bay State's Population. 

Boston, April 23.—The census of Mas- 
sachusetts for the decade including 1895 
was issued yesterday by Horace G. 
Wadlin, chief of the bureau of statistics 
of labor. The state’s population is 
2,500,183; there are 1,214,701 females and 
1,241,701 males, an excess of females of 
70,781. The total gain in population 
since 1885 is 558,042, an increase of 281,- 
817 males and 276,225 females, There are 
560,802 legal voters. The largest city is 
Boston, with 496,920 inhabitants, and the 
smallest town is New Ashford, with 116. 

England Between Two Fires. 

Hamburg, April 23.—The Courier has 
a Johannesburg dispatch saying that 
when President Kruger of the Trans- 
vaal met Herr Steyn of the Orange Free 
State recently an alliance was concluded 
and common action was agreed upon 
against British arrogance and violence. 
As things are at present, says The 
Courier’s correspondent, there are only 
two alternatives, either England must 
accede to the Transvaal’s demands, or 
there will be a vast South African war. 


Locked In Each Other’s Arms. 
Lowell, Mass., April 20.—The bodies of 
the two little daughters of James Morris 
were taken out of the Merrimac river 
near his home yesterday. The children 
were missed Saturday night, and it is 


supposed they fell into the river while 


playing on the bank. One was aged 2 
years, the other 4, and the children were 
locked in each others arms,

Another Town Meeting Called. 


The selectmen have caused to be issued 
a warrant calling another Town Meeting 
at Stevens Hall, Wednesday evening at 
7.30 o’clock, apparently to listen to cer- 
tain reports and to undermine or, nullify 
a portion of the business transacted by 
the deliberative assembly which sat in 
annual conference in March. 

The articles, according to the context 
of the instrument, follow: P 

1. To choose a moderator to preside at 
said meeting. 

2. To hear the report of the committee 
to whom was referred the matter in re- 
gard to celebrating the 250th anniversary 
of the incorporation of the town of And- 
over, and to see what action the town 
will take thereon. 

8. To hear the report of the Selectmen 
in relation to the purchase of a lot of 
land for the use of the town and to see 
what action the town will take theréon. 

4. To see if the the town, under Sect. 7 
Chap. 50 of the Public Statutes, will vote 
to adopt a fixed uniform basis and rate 
for sewer assessments upon the estates 
within the limits of the territory adopted 
and defined for a system of sewerage by 
vote of the town March 2, 1896, under 
said Sect. 7. 

5. To see if the town will vote to adopt 
the provisions of the first seven sections 


of Chap. 245 of the Acts of 1892 and all 


acts and parts of acts heretofore passed 
in amendment of said sections or either 
of them. 

6. To see if the town will vote to re- 
consider the vote whereby it was voted 
that the sum assessed on the estates ben- 
efitted by the system of sewerage adopt- 
ed at the annual meeting held March 2; 
1896, should be the least amount allowed 
by law. 

J. To see if the town will vote to as- 
sume and pay, under Sect. 11, Chap. 50 of 
the Public Statutes, some portion of the 
expense of construction, maintenance 
and repair of the main drains and common 
sewers of the town heretofore and here- 
after to be constructed, and if so, what 
portion, and also to transact any other 
business relating to main drains and com 
mon sewers within the town. 

8. To see if the town will authorize the 
engineers to purchase a horse for the use 
of the fire department and to work on the 
highways, the expense to be paid from 
the“appropriations for new streets, upon 
petition of the engineers. 

6 To see if the town will vote to 
charge interest on taxes to be levied the 
current year, after a certain date, or take 
any action in relation to the collecting of 
the same.
